Electric Bills Up 38% Zig 
Next Month 


The Elba Water and Elec- 
tric Board voted a 38% increase 
in the electric rates effective 
with the next billing, later this 
month. The 38% figure is an 
average increase wih some 
classifications running higher 
and others running a bit lower. 
The vote on the increase was 
unanimous with Board mem- 
bers accepting the increase as 
“the least amount we can con- 
tinue to operate on.” The Board 
operated during the past year 
with a $36,266.54 decrease in 
working capital. 

The biggest part of the 
increase was due to the “fuel 
adjustment cost” being charg- 
ed to the Board each month. 
This figure had risen from 
a few dollars a month to over 
nine thousand dollars last 
month, causing the utility de- 
partment to operate at a loss 
each month. 

The total wholesale rate 
increase at the present time 
is 69.8%, plus a clear under- 
standing tifat the fuel adjust- 
ment factor can push this

Effective January 20 


Faced by ever-increasing 
costs, the Southeast Alabama 
Gas District this week annou- 
nced a general service rate 
percent effective January 20. 

R. J. Smith, manager, said 
that the new rate schedule was 
forced upon the District by sev- 
eral increases in the cost of 
natural gas purchased, plus 
constant increases in operation 
and maintenance costs. 

“We are never happy to 
announce a rateincrease,” Sm- 
ith said. “We have held the 
price line as long as we pos- 
sibly could, and have made our 
increase as small as possible, 
consistent with the District’s 
obligations to its customers 
and bond holders.” 

In contrast to many other 


utilities, the big natural gas 
utility has raised its rates in- 
frequently during its nearly 
20 years of operation. “I be- 
lieve that this is only the th- 
ird general service rate in- 
crease since 1958,” Smith said. 

An advertisement else- 
where in this issue of THE 
ELBA CLIPPER sets out the 
pre- and post-January 20 rates. 
There is no increase in the 
minimum bill (300 cubic feet 
per month or less), which re- 
mains at $1.85. 


Other increases: On8,000 
cubic feet monthly, for ex- 
ample, the bill goes from 
$17.09 to $17.86. On 30,000 
cubic feet, the increase is 
from $49.69 to $52.66.

i understand that in inter- 
national politics, and some- 
times in local politics, people 


Say things they don’t really 
mean I hope that was the 
case with Secretary Kissin- 


ger’s recent remarks regard- 
ing the Middle East 

Nevertheless, I was sh- 
ocked to read in a recent issue 
of Business Week of Secretary 
Kissinger saying he could not 
rule out the use of military 
force against oil-producing na- 
tions, but that such action “wo- 
uld be considered only in the 
gravest emergency.” 

In my opinion, it is insane 
to even consider going to war 
over Middle East oil! What 
possible rationale, what pos- 
sible reason could there be 
for commiting U. S. troops in 
the Middle East? What emer- 
gency is so grave that Ameri- 
can blood should again be 
Spilled on foreign soil? 

The U. S. is not absolutely 
dependent on Middle East oil, 
as it accounts for only about 
seven to eight percent of total 
U. S. consumption. 

Secretary Kissinger inti- 
mated that U. S. troops would 
be committed only over “the 
actual stragulation of the in- 
dustralized world.” lassume 
he meats Western Europe -- 
England, France, West Ger- 
many -- our NATO allies who 


are totally dependent on im- 
ported oil. Quite frankly, I 
don't know of any commitment 
we have to secure oil for Wes- 
tern Europe. If the situation 
is so bad, why haven't our Eu- 
ropean allies spoken out in 
their own behalf? 

Let’s take a closer look 
and see just what we “owe” 
our NATO allies. Not one 
country, not one, would even 
allow the U. S, to fly over 
their territory last year when 
the U. S. went to the aid of 
Israel 

The U. S. tried to organ- 
ize the European countries into 
a solid biock against the Arab 
oil embargo, but to no avail, 
Each nation only undercut the 
other and made its own little 
deal with the Middle East oil 
producers. 

The only allegiance we owe 
is to ourselves. It is rather 
obvious that when the chips 
are down the only country we 
can depend on is the U. §S. 

Instead of rattling sabers 
over Middle East oil we should 
be fully developing our ownre- 
sources and seeking new 
sources of energy. Coal, na- 
tural gas, offshore oil, nuclear, 
solar, hydrogen, geothermal -- 
all__these energy sources 
should be fully explored and 
developed. The U.S. must be 
energy self-sufficient.

In writing the Constitution, 
the Founding Fathers, in their 
wisdom and in their fear ofa 
Strong all-powerful Chief Ex- 


ecutive, took special care to 
ensure the peoples’ right to 
express approval or dis- 


approval of our Nation’s invol- 
vement in foreign affairs. 

Even as they assigned spe- 
cific responsibilities in foreign 
affairs to the President, they 
wrote into the Constitution a 
provision that “He (the Pre- 
sident) shall have power, by 
and with the advice and con- 
sent of the Sejate, to make 
treaties, provided two-thirds 
of the Senators present 
concur.” 

In 1794, U. S, Ambassador 
to England John Jay negotiated 
a treaty which resulted in the 
English relinquishing forts that 
they held on the American side 
of the Canadian border, and 
this treaty was approved with 
the advice and consent of the 
Senate. But President George 
Washington refused to turnover 
to Congress some of the do- 
cuments relating to the treaty 
on the grounds of executive 
privilege. From that point 
on in our history, Presidents 
have claimed more and more 
personal authority in foreign 
affairs and, as an outgrowth 
of this authority, Presidents 
have made less use of the tr- 
eaty power, substituting exe- 
cutive agreements which donot 
require advice and consent of 
the Senate. During the 30 years 
since World War II, only 368 
treaties were entered into by 
the U. S. with advise and con- 
sent of the Senate as against 
5,590 international agreements 
which did not require Senate 
action.

the expansion of a President's 
power to deal singlehandly with 
foreign affairs are primarily 


responsible for our involve- 
ment in Southeast Asia during 
the past 20 years at a tragic 
cost in the lives and money 
Many Executive agreements 
made since World War II deal 
with such every-day exchanges 
as copyrights, reciprocal 
agreements on air service, 
postal matters, and education, 
ami I have no argument with 
these, But a larger number 
deal with defense matters, 
trade and commerce, mutual 
security and high finance. It 
is in these areas that a Pre- 
sident can commit our country 
to a dangerous path without 
advice and consent of the peo- 
ple acting through the Senate. 

Foreign leaders have grown 
to believe that our President 
has almost unlimited powers, 
They do not understand that our 
Constitution requires him to 
share much of his authority 
with Congress. 

In my judgment, that atti- 
tude poses a grave danger to 
our system of government, be- 
cause our Constitution has been 
circumvented much too long. 
Shortly before it adjourned in 
December, the Senate passed a 
bill that would require execu- 
tive agreements to be sent 
to both Houses of Congress 
for full and open public de- 
bate, except where national se- 
curity is concerned. I voted 
for and I endorse this effort 
because full Congressional de- 
bate of foreign policy goals is 
essential if the American 
people are going to be re- 
presented properly in these 
vital decisions.

Mr. Folsom is seen cutting 
firebreaks on his 175-acre 
woodland farm. He was one of 
the first certified tree farm- 
ers in Coffee County, and is 
presently in the process of 
planting 6,000 seedlings on an 
8-acre tract. Bobsays, “Fire- 
breaks are vital in protecting 
my woodlands from fire haz- 
ards.” The four types of fire- 
breaks which may be used are 
woods roads, plowed or disked, 
burned and pasture. Fire- 
breaks are an important part 
of woodland management. 

For the fourth consecutive 
year, more than one billion 
dollars worth of pulpwood was 
produced in the South’s for- 
ests in 1973, according to the 
Southern Forest Institute. A 
recent survey shows that 
$1,177,665,000 worth of pulp- 
wood was harvested and de- 
livered to the 111 pulp and 
paper mills in the south. 

The Southern Forest Insti- 
tute adds that the South pro- 
duced 66 percent of the na- 
tion’s total pulpwood supply 
in 1973. Despite this harvest 
record, it is significant to 
note that more trees are grow- 
ing in the South’s 204 million 
acres of forests today .than 
any time since 1930.5... . 

The Institute recently com- 
pleted another survey that 
showed that the South’s forest 
products industry planted over 
513 million seedlings during 
the 1973-74 tree planting sea- 
Son. Almost two-thirds of the

CORRECTION 

In our year end summary 
which appeared in some of 
the area newspapers, we gave 
a Coffee County swine income 
of about $4 million.

All hog folks 
know that hogs didn’t bring as 
much in 1974asin1973. These 
figures should have indicated 
an income of about $2 3/4 
million, down considerably 
from 1973. 

Thinking of this, most hog 
producers are not complaining 
too much about the low pri- 
ce of hogs because they are 
bringing a pretty fair price 
But the cost of feed and the 
cost of grain that they are 
putting into them is almost 
at an all time high. This mak- 
es it practically impossibie 
to make a profit under the pre- 
Sent circumstances. 


SENATE HELP 

U. S. Senator John Stennis 
of Mississippi spoke to the 
American Farm Bureau Con- 
vention in New Orleans this 
week. Judging from his 
speech, I am convinced that he 
is a friend of agriculture. Sen- 
ator Stennis said, “I can- 
not tell farmers anything new 
about the problems of modern 
agriculture. As one member 
of the United States Senate, 
I want you to know that I know 
it would be the height of folly 
for the nation to stand by and 


pulp and paper industry's an- 
nual pulpwood supply comes 
from the tree farmers and oth- 
er private, non-industrial land- 
owners. Ninety percent of the 
counties in the South produce 
pulpwood, and Alabama rates 
second in the Southern states 
in total value of pulpwood har- 
vested with $179,305,000 last 
year, 

As these figures indicate, 
woodland farming is a money- 
making crop. With the de- 
mand for these products, we 
need to be more concerned 
about the condition of our wood- 
lands. Most timber land in 
Coffee County needs improv- 
ing. Some land needs clear- 
cutting and planting, and the 
removal of upland hardwoods; 
while other land may need con- 
trol burning or deadening of 
upland hardwoods, or fire- 
lanes cut. 


Trees will remain one of 
America’s “renewable” re- 
sources, as long as we con- 
tinue: to practice good forestry 
management and re-foresta- 
tion. The Soil Conservation 
Service, P.O. Box 388, New 
Brockton, gives assistance on 
woodland management upon re- 
quest from the lanuowners. The 
Alabama Forestry Commis- 
sion, headquartered in Elba, 
also gives assistance on for- 
estry management. 

Follow Mr. 
ample -- be a conscientious 
woodland farmer by utilizing 
every available acre wisely, 
and protecting your farm wood-

CORN AND SOYBEANS 

I talked this week in New 
Orleans with a corn, soybean 
and hog grower from Illinois. 
He lives about 20 mile$ south 
of Springfield. He told me 
that he averaged between 125 
and 150 bushels of corn per 
year. He also pointed out 
that their land held moisture 
much better than our land 
here in the southeast. 

He grows about 800 hogs 
a year and grows about 450 
acres of corn a year. Then 
the following year he grows 
soybeans. He has been rota- 
ting corn and soybeans for a 
number of years. He fig- 
ures that at present prices 
he can make a little more 
clear profit on soybeans than 
he can on corn because his 
costs of production on beans 
are less. He says that he 
hopes that hog prices will stay 
under 50¢ a pound. When you 
hit the 50¢ level, it encour- 
ages too many folks to expand 
or get into the business.

It seems that hardly a 
month goes by that we don’t 
see or hear an advertisement 
for a new dental health pro- 
duct. With so many new 
products to choose from, it 
becomes increasingly difficult 
to sort out the types of pro- 
ducts that are important and 
the brands that are useful and 
effective. 

The best advice, of course, 
is to follow the recommen- 
dations of your family dentist. 
He may suggest a particular 
oral hygiene aid for your per- 
sonal needs, and he may re- 
commend a particular brand. 
Don't hesitate to ask him for 
his opinion on products. 

There are some general 
things that you should know, 
however, in order to bea wise 
consumer of oral health pro- 
ducts. 

A continual, independent 
review of several of the most 
commonly used commercially 
manufactured products is con- 
ducted by the American Dental 
Association. The Association 
has allowed products that have 
been proven useful and safeto 
carry statements of ADA ac- 
ceptance on packaging and 
in advertising. 

Consumers can look for 
acceptance by the Associa- 
tion’s Council on Dental Th- 
erapeut.cs ontoothpastes and 
tie ADA Council on Dental 
Materials and Devices on 
powered toothbrushes, oral 
irrigators and denture adhes- 
ives. 

To maintain a product's 
acceptance rating, the manu- 
facturer must adhere to the 
Association’s advertising co- 
de. Consumer advertising for 
ADA-accepted products must 
be completely accurate in fact 
as well as in implication and 
proof must be available onde- 
mand. Noother health profes- 
sion benefits form as compre- 
hensive an advertising evalua- 
tion process. 
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Dental Health Education 


Program 


For Elba 


A comprehensive, disease- 
preventive program, planned 
for Elba schools, is scheduled 
to begin January 28th and con- 
tinue through March. It is 
designed to teach children pro- 
per disease-preventive techni- 
ques, The Bureau of Dental 
Health, Alabama Department 
of Public Health, will conduct 
the Dental Health Education 
Program in Elba. Local ag- 
encies cooperating and assist- 
ing with the project include 
the Elba City Board of Educa- 
tion and the Coffee County 
Health Department. 

Dental diseases are among 
the most common afflictions 
of mankind. One dental ma- 
Iday alone--dental caries--af- 
fects 0% of the population, 
This means that dental decay 
is the most widespread, chron- 
ic disease of the human race 
It is estimated that there are 
over one billion cavities in the 
United States today. 

Within the last few years, 
the dental profession has come 
to realize that treatment alone, 
both in public programs and 
private practice, will never 
overtake the backlog of dental 
disease destruction without so- 
und and effective  preven- 
tive methods and educational 


efforts. Although dental dis- 
eases affect 95% of the popu- 
lation, they are 90% preven- 


table using techniques and me- 
thods readily available today. 

The American Dental As- 
sociation reports that, “As an 
illustration of the problem, by 
the time the average child en- 
ters the first grade he has at 
least three decayed primary 
teeth. Withdevelopment of pe- 
rmanent dentition, decay at- 
tacks the teeth at a rate ofab- 
out one tooth per year. By 
age twenty, the average young 
adult has 14 decayed, missing 
or filled teeth. While neglect 
of oral hygiene during early 
years takes a heavy toll in 
tooth decay, many people do 
not realize that it also sets 
the stage for an even higher 
toll from gum diseases in ad- 
ulthood. This illustrates viv- 
idly the need for education of 
our country’s children in met- 
hods of preventing decay and 
gum disease. To do this re- 
quires the development of ap- 
propriate knowledge, — skills 
and attitudes.” 

On January 28th, the Bur- 
eau of Dental,Health will con- 
duct Part One of an educational 
workshop, at the Elba Middle 


Teachers 


School, to prepare Elba ele- 
mentary school teachers tote- 
ach preventive dental health 
concepts in the classroom. 
This portion of the workshop 
includes a lecture/film/semi- 
nar program emphasizing the 
causes of dental disease, the 
latest techniques in preven- 
tive care, proper diet, the use 
of flourides and regular pro- 
fessional care for oral main- 
tenance; as well as the expla- 
nation and distribution of te- 
aching materials and curri- 
culum guides 


Part Two of this workshop 
will be held on Tuesday, Feb- 
ruary 4th, at the same school 
to guide the teachers through 
a plaque control laboratory 
session, This session inst- 
ructs teachers, individually, 
in proper oral hygiene. 

After the teachers have 
presented their dental health 
units in their classrooms, a 
dental hygienist from the Bur- 
eau of Dental Health Staff will 
serve as a resource person to 
visit in each classroom, dis- 
tributing necessary oral hyg- 
iene supplies to the children. 
Plaque - removal instructions 
will be rendered as well as 
reinforcement toward other 
dental health practices. The 
children will continue the pla- 
que removal sessions at sc- 
hool under the trained tea- 
cher’s supervision. 


The Bureau of Dental He- 
alth recommends that dental 
health education not be limi- 
ted to health courses. After 
attending the comprehensive 
dental health workshop, it is 
hoped that teachers will take 
the opportunity to integrate 
dental health teaching with all 
courses. 

Personnel of the Bureau of 
Dental Health is available for 
consultation with local groups 
on problems in dental health. 
These groups may be teachers 
civic groups, parent groups, 
local health personnel and ot- 
hers. 

Local dentists, auxiliaries 
and Coffee County Health Ve- 
partment personnel have been 
invited to participate in this 
dental health education prog- 
ram. Through this combined 
effort and possible, subsequ- 
ent, local programs it is hoped 
that, in the future, residents 
of Elba will experience a grea- 
tly reduced incidence of dental 
disease and, therefore, enjoy 
improved general health.

LESS SUGAR IMPROVES 
NUTRITION 

Cutting down on the use of 
Sugar in meals and snacks can 
Save money while improving 
nutrition. Refined sugars and 
cereals have long been called 
empty calories because they 
supply none of the important 
vitamins, minerals, proteins 
and dietary fiber. Complex 
carbohydrates are the foods 
we need if we are to have 
these important nutrients in 
our daily diets What are 
complex carbohydrates? 
Complex carbohydrates are 
the starchy vegetables, fruits 
and whole grain breads and 
vegetables. 

I'd like to suggest the fol- 
lowing ways to include the 
more nutritious carbohydra- 
tes while lessening use of 
high-priced refined sugar 

Buy unsweetened cereals 
in place of pre-sweetened pro 
ducts 

Use fruit juice in place of 
Sugar-sweetened beverages 
and soft drinks. A six-ounce 
serving of frozen orange juice 
costs about three cents, 
whereas a canned or bottled 
soft drink costs between 15 
and 20 cents. 

Serve fresh or canned fr- 
uits for desserts. 

Make frozen desserts with 
frozen fruit juices and small 
quantities of sugar. 

Have fresh fruit, fruit jui- 
ces, milk, crackers and 
cheese available for nutritious 
snacks. 

If icing a cake, use half 
the amount by icing only the 
top. 

Replace sugar with honey 
if available at a reasonable 
price. The retail price of 
sugar is presently about three 
times-the cost of honey per 
cup. One cup of honey maybe 
Substituted for a cup of sugar. 

You might go so far as 
discouraging the use of sugar 
by not having it available on 
the table. And eliminate or 
lessen the use of sugar to 
sweeten fruits, cereals and 
other foods or beverages. 


CUTTING MARSHMALLOWS 

Cutting marshmallows al- 
ways creates a problem. But 
I like to use them anyway. I 
think they have a better flavor 
than the small ones. To make 
the job easier, dip kitchen 
scissors dry into powdered 
Sugar before cutting or dip 
them into cold water. 


SAVING ENERGY 

Heating water in the ave- 
rage home requires about 15 
percent of the energy used in 
the home. So; here is one 
place homemakers can con- 
serve energy and money. What 
can be done to cut down onthe 
amount of hot water used ina 
home? Here are a few sug- 
gestions: 

Repair all leaky faucets. 
If the hot water storage tank 
and pipes around it are not in- 
Sulated, have them insulated. 

When using the dishwash- 
er, be sure it’s full of dishes 
before starting it. 

Wash lightly soiled clothes 
only in warm or cold water. 
Rinse in cold. Inother words, 
use hot water only if absolu- 
tely necessary. When loading 
the washer, make certain it 


has a full load. 


Taking showers instead of 
baths saves hot water. Show- 
ers use less hot water than tub 
baths.

14 Citizens Tuesday

was present tor the City Coun 
cil meeting Tuesday night. The 
fourteen people present were 
there for various reasons 
varving from demands tor bet- 


ter electric service, to plains 


for help for ROTC and the In 
dustrial Development Board 


meeting at the request o! the 


Council 

All council members were 
present with the exception of 
Charles Ellis, who was out of 
town Tuesday 


Following the reading of the 
minutes of the previous meet- 
ing, the council heard a plea 
from school superintendent, 
Elmer Taylor, high school 
principal Lamar Foley and Col 
Perry. These men were asking 
for help to prevent Elba from 
losing the ROTC program. A 
minimum of 100 cadets are 
needed to maintain the program 
and at present there are 80 in 
the program locally. Perry 
noted that law requires the 100 
Students, and what was needed 
locally was special permission 
to continue for one more year 
and then a concerted effort to 
gain more cadets without low- 
ering standards. The coun- 
cil voted to write letters and 
use personal contact at the 
state and national levels to 
help the program. 


The Industrial Board mem- 
bers reported that at present 
there was no activity on sec- 
uring new industry, due to the 
economy. The board members 
and the city fathers agreed that 
housing was a big problem pre- 
sently in->Elba. The council 
extended their hand to help 
In any way possible with new 
industry or existing industries. 


The city audit was present- 
ed to the council and the auditor 
was asked to come to the next 
meeting and answer any ques- 
tions that might arise after 
they had studied the report. 


The City of Elba spent 
7,116.21 while taking in only 
S07" 402.18, leaving a deficit 
of $4°,714.03 for the year. Part 
of this was accounted for with 
the $25,000 fire truck, street 
paving and work on the airport 
and sewer system. 


Henry Padgett of Padgett 
and Dinning Engineering re- 
ported to the council on the 
garbage and sewer depart- 
ments. He reported that the 
garbage department was los- 
ing $176.12 a month and the 
sewer department lost $380.00 
a month. These figures allow 
nothing for improvement or re- 
placement of worn-out equip- 
ment. He suggested a sliding 
scale of sewer rates. based on 


Hie Volutie ot water used. The 
council asked him to study the 
Elba system and report back 
ut the second meeting in beb- 
ruary with a suggested rate 


Kenneth Deal, who lives i 
Co-Lin Trailer’ Park, com- 
pluined about his electric ser 
vice at his trailer. The coun- 
cil listened to his complaint, 
but informed him that the ciiv 
council had no power to act 
and for him to file his com- 
plaint with the Water and El- 
ectric Board 


D. M. English was present 
and discussed again with the 
Council the community devel- 
opment program. A publie 
hearing had beenadvettised but 
no citizen showed up to be 
heard.
